Gettysburg will See Better Freight 
Movement through here after 
Completion of New Western Mary­ 
land Extension is Effected. 


Western Maryland railroad officials 
*ay that work on the new extension of 
the road 
between 
Cum berland, 
Md. 
and Connellsville, Pa., is progressing 
so rapidly that passenger and freight 
traffic between Baltim ore, York, H an­ 
over and G ettysburg to the West and 
Southwest via the new line w ill tie in 
operation early in the fall of 1911, 


It is more than likely that the con­ 
tractors w ill lie in a position to liegin 
laying the track by next April. Chief 
Engineer H. R Pratt, of the W estern 
M aryland company, is ju b ilan t over 
the progress being made and grading 
work, and says that, from all 
indies 
tions, the new line w ill lie completed 
on contract time. 


The engineering departm ent is now 
figuring on the steel rail cross tie and 
lia I last contract for the new extension. 
It w ill am ount to a lo u t $1,(MX),OOO, 
and the award w ill he made shortly. 
The company w ill 
not advertise for 
bids,hut concerns dealing in the kinds 
of m aterial needed w ill lie requested 
to subm it bids a t 
the office of the 
chief engineer. 
The contracts w ill lie 
awarded separately. 


The company w ill need about 350,- 
IHM) tie*, which m ust be delivered as 
needed along the new extension. 
The Western Maryland road hauled 
more passengers during the past sum ­ 
mer than any other |«riod since the 
road was established. 
Al! previous 
records were broken. The rush for the 
m ountains and other points along the 
Western M aryland tiegan the first of 
June, 
and 
during th a t 
particular 
month over 70,000 persons were carried 
over the road. 
Ju ly was away ahead

Prophets at Sea. 
Political prophets are at sea, as the

Consequently the vote probably 
will be smaller than heretofore. 
One Unionist forecast is a net gain 
of thirty seats, and Unionist optimists 
see the possibility of an anti govern­ 
ment landslide.
